The picnic w a s un der the au spice s 
of the St. Valentine Society of P hi la­ 
delphia, said to he con ne cted with a 
Polish parish in that city. 
Atter 
purch as ing 
the 
drinks 
the 
sta te agents left the park to secure 
rei nfo rce men ts and returned with a s ­ 
sistan ce. According to the agents Kos- 
m is ki told them that he wo uld a ss u m e 
responsibility 
for th os e in the park 
and upon m ak in g this stat em ent he 
w a s arrested. 
Kosrniski first appeared for a h ear ­ 
ing on July 30th and at that time he 
promised Ju d ge B u y that 
he would 
inHke an ho n es t effort to produce the 
m<‘ii who had sold the beer, 
as 
he, 
himself, had not done so. 
Upon tilts promise the hearing wa s 
continued. 
f.iwt night Kosrniski again appeared 
with his co u n s el and told Judge Guy 
that he had tried all the week to find 
out who had sold the state agents the 
beer. 
“ I w a s 
unable to do so,” he 
said. 
His e xp la na tion 
was that the 
n u n worked in shifts. 
Attorney B ue km an 
then 
explained 
that 
there w a s no evidence of 
any 
cri me having been com mit ted; that his 
client had not sold the beer and the re ­ 
for there w a s no c a s e in viewr of the 
fact ‘hat the ag ent s bad not obtained 
any sa m p le s of the beer, which they 
a lle ged they purchased. 
Justice Guy said tha t in his opinion 
beer had been sold at the park as the 
place had been raided on previous o c ­ 
c asi ons and that he thought the state 
a g e n t s should be upheld. 
"But there 
is a lack of evid en ce in this case and 
th* refor I am going to di sc ha rge yo u.” 
concluded the justice. 
Ju dge Guy did, ho w ev er, warn all 
parties conc erned that the law should 
he upheld and that 
he wa s 
of 
the 
opinion that it was being violated at 
the place in question. 
With the case ended the defendant 
volunteered to pay the costs which he 
did.

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EAKS ago, in tho halcyon 
era which old timers still in- 
ust was the golden age of 
pugilism, a tiny colored man as- 
toundei! I he fight fans of that day 
with his consummate boxing skill. 
This 
ebony-hued 
mite 
of the 
squared circle punched with the 
speed and deadly accuracy of a 
rattlesnake, and the uncanny ease 
with which ho faded out of the 
range of his opponent’s fire caused 
xixitig critics to liken him to a phan­ 
tom will-o’-the-wisp. George Dixon 
was his nam**, arui they called him 
‘L ittle Chocolate.” 
Dixon was unquestionably one of 
the greatest little men the fight 
’•ame has ever produced. Among the 
cauliflower gentry his nam e is one 
o conjure with, although they laid 
poor little George to rest in a pau­ 
p er’s fcrave many a Ion* year ago. 


D ixon’s career was typical of 
most boxers in his sudden rise to 
w ealth and glory and his equally 
sudden fall to poverty and obscur­ 
ity. 
When Little Chocolate stood at 
the head of the bantam and feath er­ 
w eight brigades, he was sitting on 
top of the world. 
Money, fame, 
friends 
everything came so easily 
to little George— for a while. 
He never thought to save for the 
future, and one day, when he sud­ 
denly discovered that the old fight­ 
ing spark was gone, he soon found 
th at w ealth, fame and friends dis­ 
appeared as rapidly as they had 
come. 
W hile still a young m an, ho died 
penniless and alone. 
The present generation of fistic 
followers saw another g rea t little 
Negro fighter flash to the fore with 


Romething of the brilliance th a t was 
Dixon’s. Kid Chocolate was called 
a second George Dixon by m any 
fight w riters, and his very name 
was rem iniscent of Little (Chocolate. 
The Heed shot to the top like a 
skyrocket — and 
fell 
from 
the 
heights alm ost as rapidly. It was 
only about four years ago th a t he 
drew down more than $50,000 for 
boxing Al Singer. Up until a year 
ago, he was recognized as feath er­ 
weight champion of the world in 
New York. 
But “ Old Man H arlem ” took its 
toll, and the bright lights and the 
women robbed the Keed of both his 
fighting skill and his bankroll. Now 
Chocolate is through at 23, with 
very little of th* immense fortune 
he made still rem aining in his jeans 
They never learn!
